Twenty-five centsa ‘bottle, , 


A Lake With a Roof 


The great salt lake at Obdorak in 
Europe is nine miles wide and sev- 


enteen miles long, yet, except in a few * 


places it is solidly roofed over with 
a deposit of salt, which is becoming 
thicker and thicker each year. . 
About the middle of the last cent- 
ury salt crystals first began‘to gather 
upon the surface of the water. Year 
by. year, owing to the evaporation of 
the water, the crystals became more 
numerous and then caked together un- 
til this roof was formed. In 1878 the 
water beneath this salt-crystal roof 
found an underground outlet into the 
Obt-River. This lowered the lake’s 


surface about three feet, leaving that 


distance between the water and the 
roof. Many springs surround this 
lake. Their water flows over the roof 
and evaporates there, and thus con+ 
tiually adds to the thickness, After
